traffic and leave hundreds of thou­ 
sands of people without electricity 
after fallen trees snapped power

Health investigators are checking 
for a possible connection between 
the recent outbreak of “ legionnaires 
disease" and an illness that killed 
three to 10 persons shortly after they 
attended a 1974 Odd Fellows Con­ 
vention in Philadelphia. 


Dr. Dennis Lucey, state com 
missioner for health planning, said 
the Odd Fellows outbreak involved 
symptoms of a nonspecific viral 
pneumonia. 


D octors have used a sim ilar 
description for the unknown disease 
that has killed 27 and affected 128 
others among the more than 10,000 
who were at an American Legion 
c o n v e n t io n 
J u ly 
21*24 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Dr David Fraser, an investigator 
for the federal Center for Disease 
Control, said Monday that reports 
from the Odd Fellow s indicated 
there were 17 cases and three deaths 
from the illness 
“There were probably 12 to 18 
cases," said Samuel Patterson of 
Philadelphia, who was chairman of 
the committee that set up the 1974 
convention of the men s fraternal 
organization “ We lost m the neigh­

Fraser said the CDC had started 
phoning persons who took part in the 
1974 convention to get lurther 
details.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — William 
and E m i l y H a r r i s , a v o w e d 
revolutionaries who shared Patricia 
Hearst' s underground life, stand con­ 
victed of kidnaping and robbery in a 
trial which is not yet over. 
In a verdict with grave impli­ 
cations for Miss Hearst, the Harrises 
were acquitted Monday of six counts 
of assault but were convicted of two 
kidnapings, one robbery and two car 
thefts - all involving Miss Hearst 
The jury apparently believed the 
H arrises 
contention that Miss 
Hearst, a codefendant, willingly took 
part in the shooting that led to the as­ 
sault charges 
The jury delivered its verdict un 
aware of a controversy about possi­ 
ble bias against the H arrises. 
Without dismissing the jury and 
ending the trial the judge scheduled 
an unusual hearing today to in­ 
vestigate whether the verdict was 
tainted by prejudice. 
In a surprise move, the jurors 
asked and were permitted to remain 


sequestered at a guarded hotel over 
night to prevent contact with 
publicity they were ordered to avoid. 
The sources of possible jury bias 
included reports of the construction 
uf two mock hangman s nooses, by 
potential jurors, the smuggling of an 
inflammatory newspaper aitiele into 
a jury room and an allegedly biased 
remark by a juror who took par t in 
the verdict. 
The verdict by the seven-woman, 
f i v e -in an j u r y 
w a s a n g r i l y 
challenged by the defense_________

Chief prosecutor Sam Mayerson 
said if prejudice were shown at the 
jury hearing he would join in a mo 
Hon to set aside the verdict and seek 
a new trial.

She has said she sprayed a 1 ^ 
Angeles sporting goods store with 
machine-gun fire to free William 
Harris after he was stopped for 
shoplifting The prosecution said the 
trio then commandeered a van and 
c ar to escape, the basis for the other 
charges 
Although the Harrises face the pos 
siblity of a maximum sentence of life 
on one count of robbery, the jury s 
reduction of otter charges and the 


assault acquittals were seen as a 
partial victory for the defense. 
The panel reduced the m ost 
serious charge — kidnaping its the* 
purpose of robbery — to simple kid 
naptng. sparing the Harrises a mao 
dutory life sentence 


The jury also reduced two charges 
of armed robbery to simple car theft 
but convicted the Harrises on five 
firearms violation charges 
In addition to the possible max 
imum life sentence on the robbery 
conviction, the couple could receive 
one to 25 years m prison on each erf 
the two kidnaping convictions 
However, they still face an 
Alameda County criminal complaint 
of k i dnapi ng Mi ss H e a r s t in 
February 1974, although no date for 
arraignment has been set,

Speakers will be Earl Mackcam of 
the San Bernardino County Auditor- 
Controller’s Office and Arthur Simo- 
nian, city manager of Yorba Linda. 
CIAL Chairman Mary Barlow said 
a question and answer period will 
follow the presentations on small 
city tax structures. 
Yorba Linda, with a population of 
about 23,500. has levied no city tax 
since it incorporated in November of 
1967. The proposed Alta Loma city 
government is partially modeled 
after Yorba Linda's structure, Mrs. 
Barlow said. 
The presentations to be made 
Wednesday confirm contents of the 
Alta Loma Alone feasibility study 
prepared months ago by a CIAL com­ 
mittee. she added. 
Twenty-six members of CIAL are 
circulating petitions in a drive to 
keep Alta Loma out of a proposed 
city encom passing Cucam onga, 
Etiwanda and Alta Loma 
The Tri-Communities Incorpora­ 


tion Study Committee has filed a 
resolution with the Local Agency 
Formation Commission 
(LAFCO) 
requesting cityhood for the entire 
area under the name of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 
CIAL m em bers have filed a 
separate resolution with LAFCO 
requesting that Alta Loma be 
granted cityhood. 
CIAL’s goal in the petition drive is 
to c o lle c t 2.000 sig n a tu re s to 
demonstrate Alta Loma residents’ 
opposition to the tri-community plan 
The petitions are to be presented to 
LAFCO at its next public hearing in 
the fall. 
LAFCO will decide which incor­ 
poration resolution will go to the 
voters in June of 1977.

On Monday, Brown told state Cor­ 
porations C om m issioner W illie 
Barnes to order all prepaid health 
plans which fail state standards of 
adequate financial assets to comply 
with rules or suspend operations 
He also ordered Barnes to review 
allegations made in a legislative sub­ 
com m ittee that Omni-Rx Health 
Care, Inc., had used political in­ 
fluence to get special treatm ent 
from his administration 
Omni-Rx provides health care for 
12.000 persons under a $3.7 million a 
year state Medi-Cal contract. 


Omni-Rx officers include William 
A 
B u rk e , h u sb a n d of C o n ­ 
gresswoman Yvonne Burke of Los 
Angeles Mrs. Burke delivered one of 
two presidential seconding speeches 
for Brown at the D em o cratic 
National Convention last month. 


Brown was critical of Omni-Rx in 
his news conference, and he said he 
did not consider it a political 
problem to probe Omni-Rx because 
of the connection with Burke. 
“ I'm not able to form a final con­ 
clusion. But I would say that just 
looking at the Omni-Rx corporate 
structure, it certainly raises suspi­ 
cions in my mind,” Brown said. 
“ It is a very complex corporate 
structure with money moving from 
one entity to another. And for that 
reason I have asked the commis 
sioner to take a very hard look at just 
what is going on in that particular 
company and related companies 
“ For my own part, I find it such a 
pretzel palace of Interlocking en­ 
tities that it just raises the question 
of why all that complexity is neces­ 
sary if nothing wrong is going on,” 
Brown said 
Brown said the inquiry into the 
health care plans does not involve 
the question of the quality of medical 
care, but only financial questions. 


About 28 prepaid health plans 
provide medical services to state 
Medi Cal patients. They operate in 
clinic or group practice arrange­ 
ments at a fixed rate per patient pat­ 
terned after private group health in­ 
surance programs. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The robbery and kidnaping 
convictions of Patricia Hearst’s onetime companions, 
William and Emily Harris, was described as

find in case law,” said chief defense counsel | ^ nar 
Weinglass after Monday’s verdicts were handed down. 
“ We and the Harrises feel pretty badly.

Throughout the trial, Weinglass and the " arr* ^ 
repeatedly accused Superior Court Judge Mark Bran e 
of misconduct and maintained that several alleged inci­ 
dents involving jurors and potential jurors had prejudiced 
the panel against the Harrises 
Weinglass said it was “extraordinary that a court could 
accept this verdict. It is sad. to say the least 
Weinglass and co-counsel Mark Rosenbaum said 
several incidents had prejudiced the jury, including 
alleged statement by one of the jurors that the case was 
a forgone conclusion” before it ever started. Another 
allegation was dnccted at a former potential juror, who 
was said to have fashioned a hangman s noose from a 
piece of cord. In a similar incident, another man w as seen 
constructing a miniature gallows from paper dips, from 
which he hung two paper dolls. 
“ I don't think this verdict would stand up in any court. 
Weinglass said 
. 
“ The H arrises," he added, “ have a sense of 
resignation” about the verdict and 
don t expect an> 
relief at the hands of Judge Brandler. 
But Weinglass said the Harrises achieved a victory of 
sorts in that they were found innocent of charges involv­ 
ing the shooting at Mel’s Sporting Goods store. The grand 
jury indictment said they acted as accomplices of fugitive 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst, who admitted firing a 
weapon as a reflex action to aid the Harrises in their es- 


^W eiglass pointed out that the Harrises were convicted 
on only two of the charges as they were stated in the 11- 
count indictment, and said, “ You can analyze that and 
say we won more than half the case.’ 
Los Angeles County Dist. Atty. John Van de Kamp and 
prosecuting attorney Sam Mayerson met with reporters 
later and said they were satisfied with the verdict 
^ 
“ We re concerned the defendants receive a fair trial, 
said Van de Kamp. “ And we think they did 
Mayerson admitted there were some 1 unusual events 
during the trial but said, “ I don’t think they indicate the 
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Weinglass. . .after the decision 


jurv was tainted at all. 
“They had some very technical legal decisions to 
decide. The jury did it’s job, we did our job They con­ 
cluded the legal Issues, I accept them. 
“ We made it clear all along that we didn t want a 
tainted jury any more than anyone else. If the inquiry of 
the jurors reveals taint, we would concur in the granting 
of a new trial.” 
Mrs. Joann Johnson of Carmel. Ind . sister to W illiani 
Harris, said of the conviction: “ I feel bad about i t . . . 1 
went to the trial for a week and it was a circus, terribly 
unfair.” 
The lurors were sequestered Monday night, and were to 
return to court today to face questioning over the 
alleged prejudicial incidents.

Monday’s vote came after conser­ 
vationists and other proponents 
praised it as a reasonable com­ 
promise between conflicting in­

The proponents at the hearing in­ 
cluded the Associated General 
Contractors, Planning and Conserva­ 
tion League and Sierra Club 
San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson, 
representing the League of Califor­ 
nia Cities, lined up with the propo­ 
nents. But he said he didn t favor the 
bill without additional amending to 


better protect the autonomy of local

Other opponents said the bill 
doesn t compensate property owners 
for economic losses, implies single- 
use management, doesn t permit 
enough roads and parking, and would 
give common folks access to the 
overcrowded beaches while pre­ 
serving the best for the rich. 
The opponents included the 
developers of Sea Ranch on the north 
coast, the California Chamber of 
Commerce, Automobile Club of 
Southern California, Forest Protec­ 
tive Association, California Associa­ 
tion of Realtors, Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co., and the California 
Builders Council. 


Walnut to mull new 
residential standards 


Standards of residential develop­ 
ment will be discussed by the Walnut 
City Council Wednesday night with 
an eye toward an ordinance govern­ 
ing landscaping, equestrian trails 
and public improvements.

Public versus private 
pensions: widening gap

An employe of the nation s largest 
city, New York, can retire at age 62 
after 33 years’ service and collect 
retirem ent pay equal to what he was 
making in his final year of employ 
ment. 


A worker at the nation s largest 
corporation, American Telephone A 
Telegraph, retiring with sim ilar 
senloriy will get only half the 
benefits the New York City worker 
will, 
The example illustrates a general 
picture in which the average city or 
¡date worker gets double the retire 
ment benefits of the average private 
em ploye, according to "P u b lic 
I Employe Pension Funds,” a recent 
study by pension expert Robert Ti- 
Uive 
is this a ripoff by city and state 
workers at the expense of taxpayers 
or a gravy train that the private 
worker missed7 Just what is a “fair 
pension7” 
Tilovt says that, in general, a pen 
sioo equal to 80 per cent of final take 
home pay would be fair. Another ex­ 


pert, Professor Bernard Jump of 
Syracuse University, says 90 per 
cent. Both agree that the ultimate 
aim of retirem ent income should be 
maintenance of the worker’s stan­ 
dard of living after he retires. 
By that measure, private pension 
plans which together with Social 
Security provide the average retiree 
with about two-thirds of his final 
year’s pay are inadequate. Public 
plans in several large cities that 
grant pensions of over 100 per cent of 
final take-home pay might be con­ 
sidered overgenerous 
New York City union leader Victor 
Gotbaum said in a recent interview 
that the facts only show that workers 
in private industry are getting a raw 
deal, not that city workers are rtpp 
ing anyone off. 
Others say that the sharp in­ 
creases In city and state benefits, ad­ 
ded to a 93 6 per cent rise in Social 
Security benefits in the last six 
years, created a postretiremen! 
bonanza for public workers that 
government at all levels will be hard 
pressed to pay for in future yean 
Jump says that II a city or state 
provides Social Security coverage in 


addition to the basic pension and “ if 
a person works for 30 years and 
retires at age 62, he's almost certain 
to get higher postretirement income 
than his after tax final pay.” 


"Personally I think that's too 
high.” he says. 
Only about half of privately 
employed workers have pension 
coverage at all. Nearly all public 
w o rk ers have som e form of 
coverage 
About a third of public employes, 
however, are not covered by Social 
Security. Practically all privately- 
em ployed w orkers get S o ctil 
Security benefits 
Such benefits 
normally boost retirem ent income 
by 30 to 33 per cent 
“ Prior to 1951, public employes 
were not covered by Social Security. 
Thus, public pension plans were 
generally designed to provide 
adequate retirem ent income by 
th e m se lv e s," w rote R aym ond 
Schmitt in a recent Congressional 
Research Service paper on public 
pensions.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford’s campaign strategists, 
trying to counter a move to require 
advance announcement of his vice 
presidential choice, are holding out 
the longshot possibility that Ronald 
Reagan might wind up as his running 
mate. 
That couldn't happen if the choice 
had to be disclosed before the 
presidential nomination is settled — 
so the Ford men say some Reagan 
delegates m af wind up voting 
against the rule proposed by the 
challenger s campaign manager. 
They're ready to fight all week — 
and they may have to — against the 
vice presidential rule proposed by 
John P. Sears, who wants the Re­ 
publicans to require that candidates 
name their running mate at least a 


half-day in advance of the roll call on 
the White House nomination. 
With that maneuver, and with 
pressure in the platform committee, 
the Reagan camp is testing Ford's 
clout in convention preliminaries, 
hoping to gain strength for the main 
event. 
The process continued today, as a 
Republican rules committee con­ 
sidered a requirement that delegates 
be compelled to vote in accordance 
with the verdicts of binding primary 
elections in 20 states. 
Otherwise, delegates now bound tc 
one candidate by primary electior 
could be freed to switch to the other, 
with Reagan the likely beneficiary. 
Ford supports the rule binding the 
delegate votes. Reagan opposes it 
The surprise vice presidential 


proposal Sears advanced on Monday 
would make the rule moot anyhow by 
declaring that no delegate could be 
bound to support a presidential 
candidate who failed to name his 
vice presidential choice by 9 a.m on 
the day of presidential nomination, 
Aug. 18 in this case. 
Reagan already has named his, 
Sen Richard S. Schweiker of Penn­ 
sylvania. Ford has said he will stick 
to the traditional route and will dis­ 
close his choice after the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
‘Tt’s an attempt by Sears to write 
a rule that would force us to make 
the same mistake Reagan did, said 
Peter Kaye, spokesman for the Ford 
campaign. 
Two of the six members of Ford s 
board of convention strategy cited 


the possibility of a Reagan vice 
p r e s id e n tia l n o m in a tio n in 
forecasting defeat of the Sears 
proposal. 
Reagan has said he would not ac­ 
cept the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion. arid a top aide said he means it. 
Ford at one point said he accepted 
Reagan at his word. He now has 
asked for financial and health infor­ 
mation from more than a dozen Re­ 
publicans he is considering as possi­ 
ble vice presidential choices 
Richard Hermann of Lincoln, 
Neb., who is handling convention 
rules strategy for the Ford cam ­ 
paign, said that doesn t mean that 
Reagan is out as a potential running 
mate. Hermann said some Reagan 
delegates want their man in second 
place if he can’t win the top spot, and 


therefore will vote against the Sears 
proposal. 
Dean Burch, a former White House 
aide and another member of the 
Ford strategy panel, added that 
despite the customary denials “it is 
not unusual that candidates for presi­ 
dent wind up on the same ticket. 
The Sears maneuver was rejected 
by the rules panel of the Republican 
National Committee, but that was 
expected 
White House loyalists 
dominate that committee Sears said 
he would push the proposal again in 
the separate convention rules com­ 
mittee. where Reagan has more sup­ 
port although Ford delegates ap­ 
parently are the majority. 
And if necessary, Sears said, he 
will take the issue to the convention 
floor. That could produce a fight

So much for the lam ent that the Am erican treasury 
would crowd steelmen and other private sector borrowers 
out of the bond m arket as it tried to finance a near-$70 
billion budget deficit for the fiscal year to .tune 30 
Provided the ha lance sheet looks respectable, the bond 
m arket w ill cough up 


Not enough, say the steelm en, with one eye on their 
borrowing ratios What they want is higher profitability 
and they are beginning to get it A cheaper dollar, lower 
fuel and raw m aterial costs (Am erican steelmakers are 
vertically integrated), higher productivity and a no strike 
no lockout agreement with the United Steel Workers of 
Am erica have helped cut the im ports which supplied one 
sixth of Am erican steel demand in the first quarter of 
1975, down to one eighth in the first quarter of 1970 


More im portant, the companies managed last month to 
push through price increases averaging 6 to 7 per cent on 
flat rolled steel without intervention from the Ford ad

In the absence of higher retained profits from higher 
prices (o r government tax breaks) most companies plan 
to "ph ase'’ their investm ent programs — i e 
Invest in 
d rita and drabs H ardly the way to prevent bottlenecks in 
m anufacturing industry, or to deter im ports from Japan. 


What is the steelm en's alternative’ The scope for price 
rises in flat rolled steel (which goes m ainly to the car in 
dustry) is probably lim ited since D etroit is making 
lighter cars to meet tougher fuel standards. 
So steel may try to raise its prices m ainly for heavy in­ 
dustry. especially as capital spending begins to soar neirt 
vear That could lead to scram bles In the m arket exces­ 
sive inventory building, talks of inflationary surges at just 
the wrong moment - and to President C arter calUng 
steelmen whatever a Baptist calls SOBs.

No. Checks can 
clear very fast 


In as little as one day. Checks you send 
out of town can take a little longer. It all 
depends on how long the person you 
wrote the check to waits before cashing it. 
One reassuring word about timing: At 
UCB, and at most other banks, your 
balance is figured on a daily basis. At the 
end of each business day, we credit deposits 
first. Then we deduct any checks that 
came in. That helps. 
Remember that besides costing you a 
handling charge, ( most banks charge $4), 
a returned check can also affect your 
credit rating. 


Yes. You can avoid the 
problem altogether. 


Almost all banks offer overdraft 
protection to people who ask for It, and 
who qualify. At UCB, it’s called Balance 
Plus: And what it does is simple. If you 
write a check for more than you have in 
your account, w ell put the money there 
for you (up to your limit). Of course, we 
don’t give you the money. We lend it to you. 
And charge interest. 


Now, are you sure 
you know the basics 
of checking? 


A lot of people do, A lot of people 
think they do, but don’t. So here follows 
some pretty fundamental information 
about checks and checking accounts.

1. Guard your checks. If you lose even 
one, notify your bank immediately.

If you lose 
it, it could be money in the bank for 
whomever finds it. 
4. The same goes for checks made out to 
“Cash” Write and sign them after you 
get to the bank. 
6. Never change anything on a check. 
And never accept an altered check.

When you open ycxir account, 
pick a signature and suck to 
it, Remember that a clearly 
written two-name signature 
is usually harder to forge 
than an illegible one. 


When your check isproo- 
essed. the amount at the 
check will he imprinted In 
magnetic ink. 


This code number tells the 
computer that this trans 
action is a check rather than

6. Don’t lend your checks or deposit slips 
and don’t borrow anyone else’s. The 
magnetic code number at the bottom 
is still there, even if you cross it out. 
7. Never use a check or deposit slip that 
is tom in the magnetic code area. 
8. Each time you receive a new set of 
checks, make sure the account number 
printed at the bottom is your account 
number - not someone else’s. 
9. When you receive a check, cash it as 
soon as possible. Many banks won’t 
honor a check if it’s more than 
90 days old. 
10. When endorsing a check, sign your 
name exactly as it appeal's on the 
front, even if it’s misspelled. Then sign 
your regular signature beneath it.

ment over private because of 
generous retirement benefits that 
made up for generally lower 
salaries, the paper says. 
This “ may explain, in part, the 
generally higher benefit formulas of­ 
fered under some public employe 
retirement plans,” Schmitt says 
The bottom line shows city or state 
employes often making more after 
they stop work than before, a rarity 
in the private field. 
A study conducted in New York 
Citv this year by Mayor Abraham D. 
Beam e’s Management Advisory 
Board found that a city worker mak­ 
ing $11,300 after 38 years service 
and retiring at age 63 could count on 


retirement pay, including Social 
Security, equal to 1Ö6 per cent of his 
final take-home salary. 


By contrast, the study found, 
workers at seven top corporations 
with similar salary and seniority get 
retirement benefits from 13 to 43 per 
cent below the New York City 
worker. 
At Exxon, retirement pay, in­ 
cluding Social Security, totals 82.9 
per cent of final take-home salary; 
at General Motors, 93 per cent; at 
Union Carbide, 70 2 per cent; at 
AT&T, 67.1 per cent; at Con Edison. 
73 per cent, at Citibank, 84 8 per 
cent; and at Metropolitan Life, 64 6 
per cent. 
Another comparison drawn by 
Jump showed nonuniformed city 


workers who had been making 
$15,000 with 30 years’ service at age 
65 were getting 127 per cent of final 
after-tax pay in New York City, 116 
per cent in Detroit and 129 per cent 
in Philadelphia, including Social 
Security benefits 
This beats even the best re­ 
tirement deals offered in private in­ 
dustry, Jump says. At Eastman 
Kodak, a worker with similar salary 
and seniority would get 100 per cent 
of final after-tax pay in retirement 
benefits, Social Security included. 
Workers at New York Telephone 
likewise get 100 per cent. 
At International Business Ma­ 
chines Corp., retirement benefits 
total 94 per cent of final pay, and at 
Bankers Trust of New York, the total 
is 99 per cent. 


Some city plans fall well below 
those levels. In Atlanta, a $15,000 
nonuniformed worker with similar 
age and seniority gets 54 per cent of 
final take-home pay in retirement 
benefits, in Chicago 62 per cent, n 
Dallas 64 per cent, in Los Angeles 68 
per cent and in Washington 64 per 
cent. 
Two trends in recent years, 
however, have pushed benefit levels 
for some city and state workers far 
ahead of what most private workers 
could hope to get. 
One is the trend toward early 
retirement, particularly for big city 
police and firemen, but also for other 
workers 
A New York City transit worker 
making $17,079. for example, can 
retire at age 50 after 24 years ser­ 
vice and promptly collect a full pen­ 
sion of $9,910 a year. 
If a worker at a similar age, 


seniority and salary level decided to 
retire from AT&T, Con Edison, 
General Motors or most other large 
corporations, he'd have to wait 15 
years before drawing his pension 
New York City is thus paying the 
50-year-old transit worker 86 4 per 
cent more in total retirem ent 
benefits than a comparable private 
employe. 
Another factor increasing city and 
state benefits in the past decad^ has 
been the introduction of cost-of-living 
adjustments into pension benefits. 
Over-all, inflation adjustments by 
city and state plans appear more 
generous than private plans, but less 
generous than most federal pension 
plans. 
One study conducted by the lax 
Foundation found that four-fifths of 
all state-run pension plans now have 
some sort of postretirement adjust­ 
ments in force. In total, more than 


half of all public employes at the city 
or state level get some form of 
postretirement inflation allowances. 
“ Most corporations don't legally 
bind themselves to cost-of-living 
percentages, but many take pretty 
darn good care of their retirees, 
Jump said in an interview 
With inflation running high, the 
cost-of-living adjustment can put ad­ 
ded burdens on cities and states. But 
the absence of cost-of-living provi­ 
sions can work severe hardships on 
retirees 
Jump calculates that in the next 
decade a retired Atlanta policeman 
or fireman getting no inflation 
adjustment will see the value of his 
benefits fall about 30 per cent, with 
similar erosion in New York, Phila­ 
delphia and other places that provide 
no inflation protection to retirees

Clovis Bordeaux of the Concerned 


Citizens of Valwood II said the police 
had been uncooperative with himself 
and other m em bers of the Valwood 
residents' association recently when 
they attem pted to bail out a young 
resident of the area, who had been 
arrested for carrying a gun. 
O ther speakers complained that 
police won’t arrest burglary suspects 
even when residents point out the 
alleged culprits. 
"Police protection in Pomona is 
lousy,” said John Laraby.

A constitutional challenge to Calif­ 
ornia’s death penalty law is under 
consideration today in Pomona by 
Superior Judge Glenn M Pfau, 
Attorney 
B arry 
Plotkin claim s 
that the state law calls for "a pun­ 
ishm ent that fits the crim e but does 
not take into consideration the red 
eeming character of a defendant 
He m aintains that this is contrary 
to the Eighth Amendment to the 
C onstitution which strik e s down 
“ cruel and inhuman punishment 
There is neither state nor federal 


precedent for that challenge, and 
Plotkin has asked Judge Pfau to set 
pne. 
The case involves Michael David 
P erriera. an 18-year-old hitchhiker 
from Santa M aria, who has been 
found guilty of first degree m urder 
bv a iurv in Pomona 
The jurors handed down the death 
verdict on the basis of evidence that 
P erriera and his companion, Ran­ 
dall Adams, planned to rob and m ur­ 
der the first m otorist who picked 
them up - in this case Akiva Mohr, 
an Israeli im m igrant in West Cov­ 
ina. 


_ The jury decided that the m urder 
was prem editated and that there 
were "special circum stances 
that 
called for the death penalty. Now 
Judge P fa u ’s scheduled to pro­ 
nounce that sentence 
Plotkin contends that even if the 
"special circum stance” provision of 
the law has been satisfied, the law it­ 
self is unconstitutional because it 
fails to take into consideration the 
background of the convicted person 
He claim s that in the present case 
the defendant would have a good 
chance for rehabilitation 
The challenge apparently is the 


first of its kind to the new state death 
penalty. Plotkin said a sim ilab case 
w as taken to the state Suprem e 
Court last month prior to a trial in 
San Jose but the justices declined to 
act on it until the trial had token 
place 
Deputy Dist 
Atty 
Harold Hof- 
m an co n ten d s th a t th e law is 
constitutional in requiring only proof 
of special circum stances He there­ 
fore is asking Judge Pfau to pro­ 
nounce the death sentence. 
The trial of Adams, m eanwhile, 
has been postponed pending the out­ 
com e of Judge Pfau s decision.

King noted that juvenile arrests 
for felonies, burglaries and drug 
laws fell from 202 in 1974-75 to 103 in 
1975-76. although total m isdem eanor 
arrests for juveniles rose slightly. 
King said that an attem pt to iden­ 
tify causes of either increases or de­ 
c re a se s in c rim in a l a c tiv ity is 
speculation at best. 
"However, 
he said. "I believe 
that at least one reason that the 
crim e index and juvenile arrests 
have declined is attributable to in­ 
creased efforts on part of the city 
and other jurisdiction directed at 
Juvenile enrne prevention.” 
"Among the program s in which we 
are now heavily involved are the

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Bingo not 
all that bad 


At the June primary election Californians passed 
Proposition 9 that legalized the playing of bingo. 
The game has been conducted for years in 
church, fraternal and veteran organization social 
halls. Most of the time local law enforcement took 
the view that bingo was harmless and that attempts 
to stop it would be futile and unpopular in many in­ 
stances. 
Proposition 9 does not open up the possibility of 
widespread commercialized gambling. Authorities 
in each community have to decide whether they 
want to allow bingo playing 
Several city councils in the Pomona Valley are 
considering ordinances that would allow nonprofit 
groups to put on bingo games on their own premises 
for their members and guests. The ordinances will 
include control procedures and prohibit any game 
run for individual profit. 
There are always going to be people who are op­ 
posed to gambling in any form and we respect them 
for it. But, isn’t it about time we stop being 
hypocritical about a harmless pastime that will 
provide entertainment and a modest source of 
revenue for nonprofit groups that are finding it 
tough indeed in these days of inflation to keep thcii 
organizations solvent. 
We doubt that bingo will become an open invita­ 
tion to organized crime, or that children will go 
hungry because their parents are playing bingo. 
There are too many other places where one can lose 
his money faster, the race track and the stock 
market being two that come to mind right offhand

That move in Congress to promote George 
Washington to the rank of General of the Armies 
suggests a number of retroactive recognitions a 
grateful nation could accord the Father of His 
Country. 
As everyone has been made aware by this time, 
Washington died a mere lieutenant general, which 
may have been the highest rank in his day but which 
has long since been superseded 
As Hep. Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., author of the 
promotion bill which was unanimously passed by a 
House Armed Services subcommittee, pointed out, 
‘sco res of m ilita ry m en outrank G eorge 
Washington, a fact of history, which at long last 
must be corrected. 
Well, as long as we are correcting history, and 
since Congress seem s to have time on its hands, 
why stop there? 
For instance, Washington was never awarded the 
Medal of Honor, though other generals were. In 
fact, as far as we know, Washington never received 
any medal at all, although he instituted the Order of 
the Purple Heart. Certainly the man who won the 
Revolutionary War deserves the nation s highest 
military medal as well as its highest military rank. 
Washington as a president, however will still be 
out-ranked by Franklin D. R oosevelt 
Surely 
Congress ought to vote Washington at least an 
honorary third term. 
As Biaggi himself admits, of course, nothing we 
can do can add anything to the luster of 
Washington’s name. But actually, promoting 
Washington to General of the Armies would do 
more for John Pershing, the only military man to 
have been so honored, than it would do for 
Washington. 
To make Washington the equal of Pershing is to 
make Pershing the equal of Washington, and with 
all due respect to the World War I hero, his services 
to the country were hardly on a par with those of 
Washington.

The cost of Congress 


Dear Editor: 
I greatly appreciate your printing 
my recent letter in defense of the 
Congress of the United States. I sub­ 
mit herewith another letter with that 
same purpose. 
Quite properly, 
people become 
concerned when they read that 
Congressional salaries have been in­ 
creased by 5% or that Congressmen 
are allowed to charge trips back to 
ther home districts as public ex­ 
pense. But we need to get some 
perspective on these expenditures 
For one thing, it is part of a Congres- 
man’s duty to keep in touch with the 
people he represents. He must main­ 
tain two homes and he must travel 
back and forth from Washington to 
his district if he is to do both his jobs 
effectively. 
The important point, however, is 
to understand that the total cost to 
the taxpayers of the entire legisla­ 
tive branch of our government is 
about one billion dollars a year, or 
one quarter of one per cent of the 


total federal budget. The entire 
legislative branch of government 
gets one dollar of taxpayers’ money 
for every $400 that is spent on other 
government activities. The cost of 
Congress is about the same as the 
cost of one trident submarine, half 
the cost of the excess cost overrun 
for the CA 5 airplane, and less than 
1'; 
of the amount of taxpayers’ 
money which is spent for military 
overkill. If we are worried about 
heavy taxation, we ought to put most 
of our worries where they really 
belong.

Plumbers uncover leaks 


Satellite trackers of the North American Air 
Defense Command are marking 15 years of 
watching things go around in circles. 
NORAD‘1 Space Defense Center began function­ 
ing in Colorado Springs July 1, 1961. nearly tour 
years alter the Soviets launched the first satellite. 
Since then it has tallied a steady increase m man- 
made hardware in space 
The center s log currently shows a total of more 
than 8,000 objects that have been launched. Of 
these, 3,910 are still in space, while the rest have 
fallen out of orbit and disintegrated in the atmos­ 
phere. Only 802 of the still-orbiting objects are pay­ 
loads (instrument packages). The other 3.048 are 
classified as debris, including rocket motors, tether 
cables and other assorted pieces of junk. 
Although orbiting space objects return to the 
earth at the rate of about one a day, the gain in new 
satellites is greater than the loss, and NORAD 
analysts predict a continuing boom in space tratlic, 
A satellite population forecast computed by 
NOKAD indicates that in another 15 years, the in­ 
space count will top 7.200 and that by the year 2000 
there could be 10,000 objects of ail shapes and sizes 
whirling about overhead. 
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WASHINGTON 
— Ex-President 
Richard Nixon's infamous plumbers, 
go named because of their efforts to 
plug White House news leaks, wound 
up their nefarious works with an in­ 
vestigation o! congressional leaks. 
Their purpose was to embarrass 
Nixon s detractors by portraying 
them as security risks. Instead, the 
plum bers found W ashington so 
porous that they couldn t sort out all 
of the leaks. It was “difficult to 
prove,” reported one of their in­ 
vestigators, that any given “ leak 
came from the Hill.” 
The plumbers’ secret findings have 
a special significance today m light 
of all the excitement on Capitol Hill 
over leaks The House Ethics Com­ 
mittee, suddenly more concerned 
about leak s 
than e th ic s, 
has 
invested $150.000 to find out who 
leaked a House report to CBS news­ 
man Dan Schorr. 
Earlier, the committee stopped 
short of condemning Rep Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass , for an alleged 
leak And now the Justice Depart 
ment is investigating Rep 
Robert 
I^ggett, U.-Calif., for allegedly leak­ 
ing classified information to the 
South Koreans 
All this has got investigators chas­ 
ing in d iz z y in g c ir c le s . For 
Washington is a Yellowstone of 
leaks, bubbling here, spouting there, 
spraying out suppressed informa­ 
tion 
The White House plumbers dis­ 
covered three years ago that govern­ 


ment information channels would 
spring leaks faster than anyone couid 
plug them. The plumbers started out 
to investigate the leaks on Capitol 
Hill. Chief plumber David Young 
sought the help of the Pentagon. He 
contacted Fred Buzhardt, then the 
D efense 
D epartm ent s 
general 
counsel, who assigned Pentagon in­ 
vestigator W 
Donald Stewart to 
ferret out the security risks in 
Congress. 
Stewart reported back on Feb. 13, 
1973. that Capitol H1U was a sieve but 
that many of the leaks originated in 
the downtown government agencies, 
including the Pentagon and the White 
House 
On the Hilt, he found classified 
d ocu m ents stored in ordinary 
cabinets, transmitted without tbe 
regulation double envelopes and 
scattered around offices for any 
visitor to see. 
The Secretary of Defense hasn’t 
given adequate instructions, Stewart 
suggested, “detailing what can be 
given or cannot be given to members 
of Congress or the procedures for 
transmitting classified documents ” 
No central index was kept at the 
Pentagon, he added, to show wtuil 
classified information had been dis 
tnbuted to congressional offices. As 
a result, the military brass had no 
idea what classified data was loose 
on the Hill. 
Stewart found that government 
agencies often shower congressmen 
with classified information they 


don’t want. “ Many situations arise, 
be reported, “where members of 
Congress desire to ‘dump unwantd 
cla ssified m aterial on m ilitary 
liaison officers on Capitol Hill 
In a lengthy memo, Stewart cited a 
number of lax security practices in 
Senate offices 
But invariably, be 
found that leaks had their beginning 
in the State Department, Defense 
Department or White House. 
For example, be investigated a 
New York Times leak on July 23, 
1971, about the arms limitation talks 
He reported that the New York 
T im es 
correspondent, 
W illiam 
Jfteecher, had been referred by a 
State Department source to the of­ 
fice of Senator Henry Jackson. 
The FBI, joining in the probe, 
spoke to two of the sen ator’s 
employees They admitted discuss­ 
ing the subject with Beecher but 
denied revealing the cla ssified 
details 
Observed Stewart: “Circumstan­ 
tial evidence would tend to point the 
finger at Sen Jackson, as we had 
learned that a State Department 
briefing was held in his office on sub­ 
ject matter with him pnor to the 
publication. ” But there was no proof 
Stewart also suspected that the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
had leaked information to reporters 
about U.S. bases in Spam. But before 
be could question the suspects, he 
w as b ea d ed o ff 
by W illia m 
M acom ber, then an A ssistan t 
Secretary of State.

Sacramento scene 
Farmers hit 
hard by strike 


By EARL G. WATERS 
Whatever the gains for cannery workers resulting 
from the recent strike, they can in no way offset the 
disastrous losses caused by it. As far as some of the 
w ork ers themselves are concerned the gains 
weren’t worth the effort and failed to make up for 
their own loss of income 
L for the canneries against whom the stnke was 
directed the losses were minimal being largely the 
failure to realize some anticipated profits. These 
probably will be recovered by higher prices which 
will be blamed on a smaller seasonal pack and in­ 
creased wages. 
The real and innocent victims of the strike were 
the farmers whose crops rotted in the fields as 
labor leaders timed their action so badly for the 
growers The reported damage of over $200 million 
is a disaster equalled only to those caused by floods 
or droughts. Unlike such events however, no relief 
in the form of government aid will be forthcoming 
The farmers will take their beating unsung 
In this sense California farmers are different 
from many others elsewhere. At least those are 
who engage in the so-called specialty crops such as 
apricots, peaches and tomatoes. That type of tarm 
ing has always been “high risk” for it has never 
been favored with any government support 
programs, upholding prices or paying farmers for 
not planting, or any other form of subsidization. 
Yet. having no control over the ripening of such 
crops, they must be harvested and processed 
forthwith or all is lost. The profits at best, if there 
are any after costs of cultivating the crops to 
maturity, are usually slim. If the crop, for any 
reason, is lost there are no prospects for recovery 
until the next year. 
The farmer will get no break on his property 
taxes for such a loss and many will be left with crop 
loans continuing to bear interest until the next time 
around. 
The laws of the land would not permit someone U) 
go unpunished who through stealing had inflicted 
such losses upon the farmers nor would it let 
anyone else go unscathed who caused them such 
damage. Yet, the labor leaders who headed the 
strike against the canneries bear no responsibility 
for the harm done to the innocent farmers as well 
as the consumers who will feel the ultimate results. 
No one would argue the right of workers to 
organize and to strike against an employer for 
higher wages and better working conditions. In fact 
it was the dismal treatment of the workers by the 
canners which led to unionization. Since then both 
wages and conditions have made tremendous im­ 
provements. It is also understandable that the un­ 
ions feel the time to strike is at the most critical 
stage for an employer. 
Still, when such a strike reaches out to do great 
damage to those not directly involved in the labor 
dispute, it seems time for the government to in­ 
tervene. The federal government has that power as 
President Truman demonstrated on several 
dramatic occasions. In this instance it was not in­ 
voked for inexplicable reasons. 
Gov. Jerry Brown, acting with great rhetoric, 
promptly jumped into the middle threatening to 
lock the principals in a room until they settled. Un­ 
fortunately, there appears to be no authority for 
state intervention and no mechanism within state 
government to compel a cooling off during which 
work will continue while mediation brings a settle­ 
ment. 
Whether it is within the powers of the Legislature 
to enact laws to prevent reoccurrences ts not clear 
It may be that Taft Hartley and other federal laws 
have preempted the field leaving the states helpless 
to act. If that be the case maybe California's con­ 
gressional delegation should get amendments per­ 
mitting the states to establish their own authority 
to deal with local problems. How many union

It was skin cancer The doctor said 
he got it all out and not to worry.

I was 
told the sun rays can cause skin 
cancer. Please tell us more about it 
and also about moles 
DEAR R EA D ER - Skin cancer is 
the most common of all cancers 
Fortunately, with the exception of 
cancer from moles (m alignant 
melanomas) they usually do not 
spread to other parts of the body 
They only cause local tissue destruc­ 
tion and can be cured simply by cut 
ting out all the area involved That 
can become a fair sized area though 
if the cancer is neglected 
Those little scab-Uke formations of 
the face and back of the hands art* 
often actinic keratosis, the name of 
the premalignant spots that develop 
from exposure to the sun 
They 
should be seen by a doctor and 
removed. Sun rays are radiation 
The ultraviolet radiation from the 
sun causes these spots and is the 
major factor in causing skin cancer

He extended Los Angeles’ losing 
streak to six games as he walked one 
batter and struck out seven. With the 
exception of the third inning, 
Candelaria retired the Dodgers in 
order.

Candelaria got Bill Russell to ground 
out to end the inning. 
In the first inning, Al Oliver made 
a running grab of Davy Lopes fly 
ball and Dave Parker made a 
shoestring catch of Ted Sizemore s 
sinking liner to snuff out possible 
hits. 
Frank Taveras caught a line drive 
off Sizemore s bat in the sixth and

seats,’’ Candelaria said. “That was 
some catch.” 
The last out in the ninth was also 
the last threat to the nohitter.

LOS ANGELES - Paul 
McCraken, Jchn Las- 
kowski, Wally Walker, and 
John Roche may not all be 
household sports heroes as 
yet, but at the Southern 
California Pro Basketball 
Summer League these 
players are becoming well 
known. 
The Summer League 
may not be able to offer 
basketball fans the top 
stars in the Nationalal 
Basketball Association but 
if you are interested in see­ 
ing the future talent crop 
of the NBA, it might be 
worth your while to take in 
a couple of games for a 
reasonable price. 
Games are played at Cal 
State Los Angeles’ Gym 
.four nights a week. Triple­ 
headers are played on 
Tuesday, Saturday, and 
Sunday nights starting at 5 
p.m., while doubleheaders 
are played on Friday even­ 
ings beginning at 7 p.m. un- 
til 
A ugust 
24. 
The 
championship game is 
scheduled for August 28, 
and an All-Star contest will 
be played the following 
night. Both games start at 
9 p.m 
Admission is only $2 for 
adults and $1 for children 
under 12. 
The Southern California 
Pro Basketball Summer 
League is now in its sixth 
year and, although there 
are two Eastern Summer 
Leagues, it is the only off­ 
season loop that is sanc­ 
tioned by the NBA. The 


league is sponsored by the 
Adidas Shoe Company, 
which provides needed 
equipment for the players, 
including uniforms and 
footwear. 
NBA clubs pay only a 
nominal fee of $2,000 to be 
able to have players parti­ 
cipate in the league. That 
money alone cannot fully 
meet the expenses that the 
league incurs. 
1116 Executive Director 
and President of the Sum­ 
mer League is Dick Mar­ 
quis, who admits that 
things are not all perfect 
with the League. ‘‘Our 
operating expenses run us 
about $¿.000 a year,” he 
said. "We’ve lost about 
$10,000 a year on the 
average, but this year we 
might lose about $20- 
30,000.“ 
Marquis, who heads a 
company called Video 1 
which tapes sports events, 
is an active sports pro­ 
moter and dearly treasures 
the league. However, it 
wouldn’t be easy for any­ 
one to lose that much 
money per year without 
stopping such an opera­ 
tion, but apparently Mar­ 
quis has great love for the 
game and thinks that the 
league is worthwhile for 
the players and fans. 
Marquis said that if NBA 
teams really believe that 
the off-season league is 
working, there probably is 
no reason why the money 
coming from the league 
could not be increased. 
The total attendance last 
season was about 30,000 or 


an average of close to 1.000 
people per game. 
There are eight teams in 
the Summer League in­ 
cluding two combined 
squads. The combination 
teams are the Detroit Pis­ 
tons & Boston Celtics and 
the Milwaukee Bucks & 
Portland Trail Blazers. 
The remaining clubs in­ 
clude the Phoenix Suns, 
Los A ngeles Lakers, 
Atlanta Hawks, Chicago 
Bulls, NBA Rookies, and 
NBA Pros. 


The players are either 
veterans of the NBA, 
rookies, draft selections, 
or free agents and they all 
get paid by their indivi­ 
dual club who owns the 
rights to them. 
The off-season action 
keeps the players in shape 
and is actually a pre pre­ 
season league. Many of 
these athletes will be sit­ 
ting on the bench of an 
NBA team come next Oc­ 
tober, but they are staying 
as sharp as possible and 
will be ready to play when 
the time comes. 
Maybe one of the reasons 
that the Phoenix Suns 
made such an incredible 


rise to the finals of the 
NBA championship play­ 
offs last year is due to the 
off-season league. 
The Suns brought in their 
entire squad to play in the 
league and the players 
were able to get used to the 
team concept way before 
the season ever began. 
Most of the teams are 
coached by the assistant 
coaches from the NBA 
team they represesent. 
For instance, the Lakers 
are curren tly being 
coached by Larry Creger 
As far as the league is 
standing right now. the 
Hawks, the Celts—-Pis­ 
tons, and the Suns are all 
battling it out for the lead. 
The leading scorer is Mc­ 
Craken. who plays for the 
Hawks and has set a 22 8 
scoring pace per game. 
Don Ford of the Lakers is 
third in the league in scor­ 
ing with 23.2 ppg and is the 
leader in free throws at 94 
per cent. 
R oche, also of the 
Lakers, was averaging 
seven assists per game. 
Walker is one of the top 
Portland rookies and Las- 
kowski is a good 6’6” for­ 
ward for the Bulls.

among the cities surpass­ 
ing San Jose’s 1975 record 
were Minnesota, Port­ 
land. New York, Tampa 
Bay and San Jose—all but 
Tampa well over the 
200,000 mark. 
The big surprises of the 
year have been the Min­ 
nesota and Dallas teams 
Minnesota, which took 
over the ailing Denver 
franchise this year, has 


drawn 235.390 to 11 nome 
games, an average of 
21.399. 
In Dallas, a hotbed of 
American-style football, 
the Tornado has drawn 
152,387 in 11 games, up 
101.355 over the same span 
last year. 
The individual league-

The irony of Hills’ plaint 
surfaces when ZZ lead gui­ 
tarist Billy Gibbons fol­ 
lows that with an animat­ 
ed description of a ’55 
Thunderbird he recently 
purchased, one formerly 
owned by Dean Martin. 
Planning to add it to his 
stable of five other T- 
Birds, he’s having this one 
reconditioned by legend­ 
ary Los Angeles designer 
“Nudie" of Hollywood.
